Chemist Accused of Wishing to 
Kill by Poisonous Perfume. 


CRUELTY ALLEGED BY WIFE. 


Robert Wahl Made Defendant in Suit 
for Separate Maintenance. 


Robert Wahl was accused.yesterday of 
having expressed a desire to kill his wife by 
the use of a poisonous perfume placed on a 
rose. The accusation was made ip a sult 
for seperate maintenance filed by Mrs. 
Wahl. The defendant is a noted chemist 
and president of the Wahl-Henius Institute 
of Fermentology. Several alleged affinities 
are named by the wife, who lives in the Pat- 
tington apartments, 1664 Graceland avenue. 

Concerning the wish of her chemist hus- 
band to emulate the example of the Borgias, 
Mrs. Wahl in her bill says: 

“And your oratrix, while inhaling the 
perfume of a flower, would also have inhaled, 
without any perceptible knowledge to her- 
self, sufficient of the deadly odor from said 
chemical or poison to kill her, but that he 
decided because of the children and because 
your oratrix was a good and dutiful mother 
that he would not kill her, as suspicion might 
fall on him and he did not think it best at 
the present time that the children be de- 
prived of her help.“

The old 
fashioned patriotism was romantic, but it fs 
not practical today. The United States is 
too big to be loved. We can’t love an ab- 
straction. 

“ Neither have we Americans any dynasties 
to love and around which to center our love 
of country. We can’t love the house of 
Roosevelt, or the house of Deneen, or of 
Mayor Busse, or of J. Hamilton Lewis.”

Michaelis—In the same place at dawn. The 
voice said, “ Go forth; it is finished.” I 
looked around me and saw nothing. It came 
again, like the wind among the stones, Go 
forth; it is begun.“ 

Rhode—And you obeyed? 

Michaelis—I plucked a dry seed pod from 
the stones and threw the seeds into the air. 
They drifted north. Then I found a man to 
take my placeand started north, in the direc- 
tion the seeds had drifted, Three days after 
I climbed the mesa toward my old home. 
Above, in the pueblo, I heard the sound of 
tomtoms and the wailing of squaws. They 
tol@ me that the young son of the chief lay 
dead in my father’s chapel. I sat beside him 
an day and all night. Just before day- 
‘Hght—— (He breaks off abruptly.) 

Rhoda—Go on. 

Michaelis—Just before daylight, when the 
other watchers were asleep, the power of the 
spirit came strong upon me.

This same power is used by Michaelis uppn 
Mrs. Beeler. When he seems to be touched 
by an earthly love his power goes and she 
Yallea back into invalidiem, but when he puts 
this aside and tells Rhoda that it will come 
“in time. In God's fair time. As the seed 
bursts, as the bud is opened.“ 

Rhoda— Tou mean—it is not—too late? 

Michaelis—I mean that as you cry to me for 
help the strength that I have lost pours back 
into my soul. 

A few years ago Mr. Moody’s play would 
not have found a publisher, much less a pro- 
ducer, but now it not only finds a publisher 
and a producer, but, what is more important 
from a practical point of view, it will findan 
audience, and a big one, thanks to Mrs, Eddy, 
to Dr. Worcester, and to all the other leaders 
of movements who have blazed the trail. 

When the play is produced by Mr. Henry 
Miller’s company Mr. Tyrone Power will, I 
believe, play the part of the faith healer, 
Michaelis.

Ralph D. Paine’s new story, “THE 
STROKE OAR (Outing Publishing com- 
pany), is a great college story, that is, it is 
full of the college spirit, its characters are 
easily to be recognized as college men, though 
it might be doubted if the incidentsthat kept 
the hero from the scene of training for the 
Yale boat race could have been possible any- 
where but in a novelist’s brain. For the 
young man in question. the stroke oar in the 
Yale crew and the finest rower of the crew, 
left the college in a moment of pique, went 
to New York after a deserting comrade, and 
boarded a ship which by mistake failed to 
put him off before it was too late. Though 
out in midocean the boys heart is still 
with hie college, and he seeks the position of 
stoker to keep hie muscles in trim. But 
chance again plays with Him and puts him 
on board a slow German boat, whose crew 
he trains to win a race when the vessel 
reaches Hamburg. From Hamburg he re- 
turns to Yale, where, after giving proof that 
he ie in trim, there is yet time for him to 
take his part in the race. It is a story of 
almost breathless interest, and the better 
‘kind of collége spirit fills its pages. The 
manliness of the American youth is ably 
characterized; they are still young and 
human, quick to speak, quick to regret a 
hasty;word, and ready to make amends, but 
filled with the spirit of life, enthusiasm, and 
loyalty. There can be no doubt that this 
book pictures the best kind of men that make 
up our colleges and the most healthful kind 
of life there.

Kopacs’s skull was fractured on Nov. 
23, 1905, when a wagon he was driving 
waz struck by a car at Welle and Lo- 
cust streets. Wallingford said he saw 
the accident, but it was proved he was 
in another part of the city at that time. 

It was intimeted that Kopacs must 
have known that Wallingford’s testi- 
mony was false, but the court said: he 
would take no action against Kopacs 
until after the case ‘is concluded. 
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
